[memorizing the Quran by heart] and Nazirah [reciting the Quran by looking at it] 
within and outside Pakistan. By the time of the writing of this preface, about 75,000 
children are acquiring free education of Hifz and Nāzirah in Pakistan alone. In these 
Madaris, emphasis is placed on Islamic education and upbringing of children besides 
the learning of the Holy Quran so that the students completing education from 
Madrasa-tul-Madinah would have Islamic knowledge in addition to the ability of reciting 
the Holy Quran correctly, and so that they would emerge in society as knowledgeable, 
practicing, decent and well-mannered Muslims who are free from evils, able enough 
to distinguish between right and wrong and enthusiastic in striving to reform 
themselves and the people of the entire world.
